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land it on the field which would have given them a plane that they really 
could have told what it was all about rather than piecing a lot of wrecliage 
together. That factor right there is the most potent factor in my mind. 

That was oux opinion. That confronted us as 
soon as we got the assessment of what liappened. 

JUDGE PlffiTTlfl'lAlI : I can't see why they woitld make a deal for 
a wreclied plane -- that he would deliver a vrrecked plane when it was just 
as simple for hiin to deliver a plmie in perfect condition. 

MR. BROSS: From his point of view I would thinl: he would prefer it. 

There is his side too. 

JUDGE PRETTd'IAlI: If they were going to mal:e a deal and pay him 

the money it is just as easy for him to deliver a plane in perfect condition, 

GEirEML BULL; To carry it to the ejitreme when you realize that 
all of the evidence you have is Soviet origin -- even the communications -- it 
all caue from the Soviet originated source -- all of it -- and there is no 
reason that I know why that couldn't have been provocated end he had landed 
at a field as far as that goes. That's a rather e:-rbrei-ie vicij but if Powers 
were a defector and the stories were agreed upon you can't wipe that out 
completely. In some respects it seems rather absurd. They would have to 
fake their conimiaiicatious intelligence at the far end of it ;;ouldn't they? 

MR. liOUSTOIl; Dell, you can argue this one. 

GEI'ISRAL BULL: Yes, I loiow. On the queotiozi of defection I 

thini-: we have to keep in loind all this infomsetion is coming from Soviet 
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JUDGE PEETTYMAN: — "but from our point of rlew, loolclng 

at it in the rav, it is sowething you have to analyze, 

MR. HOUSTOR: Then you have the further cons J deration of how 
defectors are treated when they defect ~ if you put them on trial and hold 
them> whereas the nozeial treatment to the defector is to give encouragement 
for more to come over. His treatment is not consistent with any known 
defector policy. 

JUDGE FRETTIMAII: Ho, except to throw a caveat in — if what 
took place with Mbs. Powers — • she came back to the Ibited States and she 
took the money — as far as he was concerned he accepted the punishment 
on account of his assuraned that she was taken care of. It's a rather 
Involved improhahle sort of reasoning, hut from what we know about the 
relatione between the two — 

MR. BROSS: If the defection story is to have any plausability 

at all I think you have to believe that Powers at this moment is a very 
crafty Soviet agent who was prepared to go throu{^ this trial, go throu^ 
all this business and come back here with some sort of a mission to continue 
espionage against the Uhited States. How I will hardly ecmment on the 
probability of this story in view of the impression which we have of him. 
This would make Cicero look like a three-year old child. 

Mb welched that very point against the value of 
the information withheld by Powers from the Soviets. If we follow your 
point then we must assume that he has not withheld information and he has 
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told them eTerythlng and our estimate Is that the yaliie of the information 
that he seemingly has -withheld — 

MR. BROSS: How do you know he has -wl-thbeld it? It didn't 

come out in the trials but how do you know he didn't tell all these 
things to his Interrogators? 

Our estimate Is that they would ha-ve used It to our 

dlsad-vantage. 

MR. BROSS; Maybe they used It to our dlsad-vantage by concealing 
the fact that he did not. This Is getting very speculati-ve. 

MR. HOUSTON: It would appear to have great propaganda -value. 

MR. BROSS: I am saying If you want to carry this to ultimate 

extremes — 

JUDGE FRETTIMAN: Let me ask this, and don't answer If you 

can't, but would counter Intelligence ha-ve a s-taff, or whate-ver you call 
It — people close enou£^ In to the authorities In Russia that If Powers 
had told them a lot of stuff that didn't come out In the record you would 
ha-ve been ad-vlsed? 

That would be the Ideal situation. To my knowledge, no. 

MR. HOUSTON: Let's say that If It had been widely circulated 

In Soviet circles we ml£^t have picked some rumors of It and probably 
would ha-ve. 

We ha-ve received no Indication from any source of 
the material Information that Powers seemingly withheld from them. It Is 
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a little startling to us that in light of past experiences with SoTiet 
interrogation methods that they did not pressure this man and they did 
not pressure the RB-47 fliers to the extent that we thou^t they would 
pressure them. Z don't know what this signals, but aj^arently they hawe 
thrown away their thumb screws. 

MR. HOUSTOR: Are there any more questions on a defection? 

you also studied and considered 


Just briefly^ 

the possibility of sabotage. 


Well, we hawe been alert to reports of that and 
there have been a number of reports. I think the most recent was a state- 
ment by Jack Anderson in "Parade Magazine" Sunday paper here about a month 
ago as to the security of the Base and the improbability of sabotage -- no, 
that bad to do with Base secvcrlty. 

MR. HOUSIOR: Ve have had sane testimony on that but you have 
nothing to lead your staff to thing that sabotage was a problem.

JUDGE FRETTZMAIlt Tou say sabotage .

JUDGE FREirZHAR; Something secretly put on that plane to make

MR. HOUSTOR; — or things in the fuel. 

JUDGE FRETTTMAR: If that had taken place there would be evidence 
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of an internal eiqploslon. 

MR. HOU9T01T: Presumably so. 

MR. BROSS: Hot necessarily, because some types of erploslfes 

could be put on the tall assembly of the aircraft which would be timed to 
explode at a certain period of time after take-off and this would be an 
Ideal way of accoiq;>llshlng the results that actually happened. 

May I make an observation? Tou will recall three 
aircraft where InTolred during the Immediate days preceding. It would hawe 
been extranely difficult for anyone to know which aircraft would be used on 
the mission. If this was so It would hawe to hare been done immediately 
ptlor to take-off and at that time there were many security guards In the 
area and they were guarding the plane rery rigidly. 

HR. HOUSTON: In assessing the damage resulting from Powers' 

capture and the Information he gave, I'd like to deal with two points: 

One, do you feel that If he did give Information not known to the Sowlets 
which was of a hlj^ily sensitive nature — not at all probably known to the 
Soviets.

MR. HOUSTON: We know he probably gave some information such as 

a few names that they may not have known. 

As a matter of hlndsl{^t, he feels he mi£^t have 
successfully withheld them. He had no way to Judge that at the time. The 
fact that he was able to withhold the names of the pilots Is an indication 
of the inefficiency of the Soviet Interrogators. 
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MR. HOUSIOMt Tou thlnlc be vss able to vithbold certain 
sensltiTe information. Can you identify «bat you thlnlc he auceeaafully 
withheld? 

Sy playing down hla own role and belittling 
his own knowledge he was able to avoid questioning In detail in the 
general ao:eas of administrative procedures^ Installations and operations 
techniques and procedures. In our damage report we line these out as to 
one, two, three, and we have a long lists of what he mi^t have been ejected 
to know. 

I will give a few exaoples here. We estimated that he would 
know the CIA/Alr Force personnel procurement method for this Project. 

He played this one by saying that he left the Air Force. He retigaed, or 
completed his tour, or what have you, and he was looking for a Job and he 
was sco\itlng around and was recruited by CIA for this Fioject. 

HR. H0U9!T0H: !IMs Is vAiat he told you since? 

Tes. Row by doing so — by selling them this bill 
on this point — he avoided telling them vhat he actually knew about the 
arrangements between CIA dnd the Air Force for the acquisition of personnel 
for this Project. On the various methods, the Air For<» units Involved In 
the procur«Dent methods and the personnel procedures for the Psroject, he 
didn't get Into that at all. 

JUDGE PRETTIHARt When you say he didn't get Into It, you have 
no Information about that except what he says. 

That's right. 
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GEMERAL BULL; — and the Rusolan trial, 

JUDGE PREOTIMAH: In this area of the things that he did not 

tell I coae bade to this same somewhat fantastic (luestion. Let's say the 
matter of the altitude. He says he insisted the maximum altitude was 
68,000 feet in order to keep ftom them that it was a capacity altitude of 
72,000, maybe, ifov if he lied all the way through to us, telling you and 
CTOrybody that has talked to him and aa a matter of fact he did tell them 
the maximum altitude, would that have been a subject that would hawe been 
talked about in Russian circles and rumored about and discussed — the 
fact that this American plane they knew had this maximum altitude because 
he told them? Would that ha^e been the kind of thing talked about iaough 
in Russian circles for your people to have probably plkked it up? 

Hot fl'oa talk* l think that the Air peopl% I 
dorffc want to testify for them, would bare receired indications of Soviet 
knowledge along these lines, yes. 

JUDGE PREEITMAH, If that had happened - if he were lying on 
that point you would have picked up some indication or some sign or something 
that the Russians knew that? 

Well, our experience not only aa this is that 

if they have information they give indications of using that infonaation 
sooner or later la one way or another, 

la regard to this matter of testifying to the altitude of 
^,000 feet our inquerles into this matter disclosed that he was instructed 
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to underestUaate this capability of the plane's altitude by I believre up 
to 5,000 feet, if possible. All through the trial 68,000 feet vas aentioned. 
When TO opened the debriefing of him the other day to said, "Why 68,000 feet?" 
His explanation to me mas that if they had hit him or got him with a near 
miss from the ground they probably Imev the capability of their fire and 
if he said 65,000 they would probably know that they could put that missile 
hl^r than 65,000. On the other hand, since they didn't confront him with 
70,000 - of course, they were confronting him with a figure in meters 
that approximated 68,000. "Qhay, let it be 68,000. I am still underestimating 
the capability of the plane" and his ea^lanations are so spontaneous. 

judge PEETT3MA1I: His Instructions were to do it. Hh know 
that he says that is irtiat he did, end the record of the trial shows i® that 
so far as the Russians brought it out in public, that is what he did. 

His conduct on debriefing still supports the truth of what he says. 

All the stories from this OoTemment, your outfit, intelligence. Air Eorce 
•nd so forth leads our people to think that he is teJllng the truth. Is that 
right? In other words, there is no false note that comes through somewhere 
or other that he is lying irtien he says he didn't tell them that. 

That is ri^t. 

JUDGE PREITlMAITj Ihe whole thing checks out, 

Tes, aiie same thing applies to his apparent withholding 

of information on his other overflights - the ones that he seemingly didn't talk 
about,- other participations in the Project, and his - for example at the 
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debriefing he was ashed the question, "Were the Soriets Interested in 


the participation of anyone else in the Projert?" and be said, "Tes, but 


it cane throu^ to ne throufi^i an interpreter and he interpreted that to 


ny mind, were there other nationalities involwed: Tea, we have a couple 


of Irishmen, Italians — America is mde tq* of all nationalities but we 


are all Americans and we all ha-ro the same passport. We are all down there 


together on this Project." 


In going over these things with him and the readiness of 


his answers, if they are eonoocted he is an excellent actor. 


JUDGE PRBTriMAirj Xou brouj^it ne to the guestion I was going to 
ask. Were your people in on the debriefing team the last five or six days? 


JUDGE PRKl-fiMANj Are other members of the debriefing team

JUDGE PRETTIMAH: I Imagine we can assume not somebody Just 
picked up and asked to do this but the debriefing team were experienced 
people in this matter of questioning people. 

Tea. 

JUDGE KU2L1‘iMAK; In my profession we are engaged in this thing 
every day. It is a part of our regular routine. A fellow goes on the witness 
stand and he talks. An experienced prosecutor ar an experienced Judge has his 
own method but he eoaee up with the answer that the fellow is a liar. Do I 
make my premise clear to you? In other words, if I could pick four or five 
or six trial Judges frcmt the District Court bench here in Washington «ti/i if 
they had sat and listened to this fellow being questioned for four or five 
days, at the end the probability is each one could say, "He is telling the 
truth" or "He is a liar" . That ccaies from experience. Row were there any 
notions on the part of any of your debriefing team that Powers «as lying 
during these last four or five days while he said these things, or did 
you ccme up with a conclusion that what he told you is the truth. 

In answer to the first part of your question, there 
was no Indication to us that he was lying. On the other hand, as an 
InterroG^tor, I reeognlia the falla<^ of accepting his bare word on this 
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thing. 


We had, during the course of the InTestlgatlon of 
Francis Gary Powers and his moTements and where he was and what he did - 
had come up with, let us say, more than one Incident of, not heha-rlor 
necessarily, but things that he did and was engaged in — pec^le he was 
with that It wouldn't necessarily be embarrassing to him to disclose, bub, 
well, let me get a little .Imore specific. The boys used to fly the T-33 
up to EranScfurt for repairs. They would go orer to Wiesbaden for BSiR to 
a couple of night clubs. They had ”B" girls, and one thing or another, 
and they would night club with these girls there and then on back to the 
base. Wiell, maybe their wires would like that and maybe they wouldn't if 
they knew they were up there drinking with the girls at that ni^t club. 

We know that Powers fireq.uented these night clubs so we took the opportunity 
to test him, not teoconfront him with the fact that he had frequented these 
nl^t clubs, but f^om the standpoint of getting his assistance In 
connection with: Did he ever see any indication of Soviet activity at Adana 
or Frankfurt or Wiesbaden? What was the pattern of the movement of the 
pilots? What kind of was engaged in? What were the B8B facilities? — 
purply for the purpose of testing this man as to circumstances that under 
these circumstances might be a little embarrassing for him to - Kaiir about, 
to see how he would react. Wte knew already what he had done, where he had 
been, who he had been associated with at these places, and approaching him 
In this round about way, was he going to tell us about this? Our questions 
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vere of such a nature that ve knev he would he thinking ahoiit the visit 
to these ni£^t cluhs and we were sitting around talking about this thing 
traa a counter intelligence point of view as to what were the Soriets doing. 
He saidj "Sure I was ylslting this place and this place and this place^ and 
I was with so and so and so and so^ and -Uiere was a gal up there I did some 
drinking with. I wouldn't want this generally known." Hie recounted to 
us A, B, C, what his activities were that we already knew. Es left us with 
the Impression, here's a man who will talk about anything you want to 


about and he will tell the truth* 

JTIDQE FREHITZMAIT: The sum total of your estimate of your cross 
e xamina tion of the fellow, and you did persue methods of cross examination 
that would have revealed soote hint that he wasn't telling the truth, but 
as a result of that your teams' conclusion is that he was telling the truth. 

That he has told the complete truth. 

JUDGE ERtiTl'lMAlf; Does that go for you other gentlemen on 
the debriefing team?

your maximum speed limit. Tou take over and develop what you want to. 
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GEHERAL BULL: We are Interested in hearing your experience 
in a scaaevhat ooi^lex situation, as you suggested, exceeding the characteristics 
of speed vitb the U*2, in somevhat the same situation that lowers was in. 

Just in the event that thing happened in the vleinity of Sverdlovsk, 

I understand there is some very ti^t limitations on the speed of the plane 
that is within the safety factor of the plane, both on the short and the 
long side — slow and fast. Would you explain what your experience has 
been to the Board? 

Sir, during ay training 

ve were normally flying anywhere from four, five and sometimes six-hour 
missions. Inter on these missions were extended into eight and nine-hour 
missions — a maximum range at that time — with simulated targets. A 
normal compliment of JU^t lines, turns, and such all the time 
notations. In other words, an actual simulated combat mission as we 
considered it. Ws normally at that time used an autopilot with a device 
called a mach sensor to maintain stability of the aircraft — control of 
it — and airspeed. That is the function of the mach sensor. At the time 
that 1 experienced the exceeding the design limits and the air speed of 
the aircraft, I was on automatic pilot and had the mach sensor engaged, 
we were having some minor troubles with this piece of eaulpment but nothing 
to be alarmed about, of course. It made the mission much more successful 
if the equipment was working, althou^ it was not necessary to complete the 
silsslon. 

I am certain that you realise after an eight hour mission 
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ground, ruling out wind. I had turned and the maCh sensor disengaged 
autamatlcally and I had oy head in the coctplt idiecklug Instruments, and 
as I turned I Just looked out the canopy on the left. How this particular 
equipment is on the rl^t forward side of the cocIq)lt — on the rljiit console, 
as ve call it. I had made the turn and I came back into the cockpit for 
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s(»ie reason and something didn't feel rl^t. I kne\r It Immediately. The 
mach sensor had already disengaged and the aircraft had gone throng the 
limiting mach by this time. How I very gingerly, veiy li^tly eased the 
aircraft baclt to Its design limitations. This again applies where we 
certainly might expect the aircraft to break up and come apart. I estimated 
that I was approximately ten knots above - in other words, h i gher airspeed 
than the design limitations of the aircraft and I was very fortimate in 
being able to bring It back through its mach — limiting mach. I again 
turned back on course and ccaopleted the mission. I was practically four 
and a half hours away from home base at this time and I finished the mission 
by flying the aircraft manually. 

Tou say you estimated you were ten knots — 

Xss, I estimated because I was trying to maintain 
an attitude by looking outside and also come back to the attitude Indicated 
Instruments in the aircraft. Once I had recovered aid brou^t the nose of 
the aircraft slightly up and was again checking airspeed I estimated that I 
was about ten knots. I was more Interested in recovering the attitude of 
the aircraft than I was in knowing just how fast I had gone above design 


limitations. 

How, Mr. Powers, as lunderstand, was hand-flying the 
aircraft, as we call It. He had lost the function of his mach sensor and 
possibly his autopilot. This I do not know, but throughout Khpa-fiLSing the 
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aircraft and malclng notations on the card — on the green card — you are 
much more alert to the airspeed. It can be flovn -rery nicely and the 
aircraft does fly nicely as long as you stay ahead of It. It Is very 
much llhe driving your car. Tou anticipate a turn and you steer Into 
It Instead of driving to the comer and turning rl^t Immediately, and 
you stay ahead of your aircraft. It is very possible to finish a long 
mission this vay. Granted, you will be fatigued at the end of it. As 
far as maintaining an airspeed at altitude — a desired airspeed — hand- 
flying the aircraft, there is no problem. Tou can do this. A lot of feel 
gies into this. It's very much like sailing a boat, I think, or riding a 
bicycle. After approximately 500 hours in the airplane I think you can 
tell a lot of times — provided that you have a horizon — very much how the 
airplane is acting and how close to the airspeed you are. Again, you are 
still checking that airspeed indicator, Tou come away from the air speed 
Indicator and you are checking again, you come back and check again. It 
Is a normal cross check of the instrument panel. Tou are still checking 
the airspeed indicator even on autopilot. Tou are monitoring the airplane 
a nd its function at all times because of the very nature of the aircraft 
and the small limitations at altitude — that is, mach and stalling —

you have to be right at airspeed. Wow there are approximately three 
knots on either side of the designed airspeed that you want.

MR. HOUSTON; With a click, or ~ 

Tou feel it throiighout the whole ship. There is 
a feeling in the aircraft itself that it is still under control if it is 
under the autopilot - if it is under autopilot control and the autopilot 
coi^trols the surfaces of the aircraft by a matter of clutches. Sometimes 
these clutches will slip Just a little bit and you can feel this as it 
slips and gives Just a little bit to make way for a change in attitude. 

This is normal. Tou can feel it. I believe a man that flies a lot, once 
he gets in the aircraft, you can feel everything that that airplane does. 

Tou might call it flying by the seat of your pants. Even thou^ you are 
not flying by the seat of your pants you still have the feel, 

MR. HOUaDON: Is that particularly so of this plane because 

you had direct controls. 

Tes, we had direct control with all of the controls 
of the aircraft and it had a very fine sense of telegraphing feel. 
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I alvays, as a matter of course - nov this is mjr own 
technique - I suppose possibly a lot of other pec^le used it too - when 
the aircraft was on autopilot I still flew with one hand on the control 
column. I just rested it on the yoke. That way, I could feel. If I 
were busy now I mi^t not have my hand on the yoke. I mifjit have it back 
on the throttle vernier; which is a knob that moves the throttle back and 
forth and makes very minute adjustments. 

COL. GEART; The incident that occurred to you, did this 
particular incident occur while you were In the turn? 

The incident happened to me while in the turn. 
Kow; as I understand; Mr. Powers was stral^t and level then. He would very 
definitely be in a fine position to maintain airspeed. 

COL. GEABT: If you were flying manually and making a turn, is 

it likely that you would be making any notes at that particular time? 

No; sir. 

COL. GEART: You would be concentrating on flying the airplane. 

Tes; sir. 

GENERAL BULLi Would you consider there should have been a 
minor concern on the part of the U-2 pilot after having ccmcpleted the 
turn with the obligation to fly manually; since the autopilot was off, 
and at the same time record his flight data, which I assume would require 
him to divert his attention elsewhere, which I think you had been Involved 
in the same thing on your turn. Would that Introduce a serious element of 
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danger to the plane due to the fact that your other task would divert 
you from this constant ohservation of speed? Is it that delicate? 

Sir, I believe I can say that if one were 
making notations on a card and hand-flying the airplane in this manner, 
as you bring out, you might write down some figures on the card and back 
to flying the aircraft, then, as it was si^uared away, maybe mairg two figures 
more until you finally completed the task at hand at that particular time. 

Tou never get away from this airplane, especially so hand-flying it. 

GEHIKAL BULL: (That is a coinpelling requirement on the pilot 
to keep his eye on the airspeed. 


Yes, that along with engine instioiments, but 


I believe I was checking the airspeed three times to any of the other 


instruments. 


One question. 


In your technique 


of flying, as you are approaching a target — and Mr. Powers was In this 


case; he had made a turn; he was lining up on a target which was designated 
a priority target on his fli^t map — would you, under any clrcxanstances 
at that time, be making any notations on your map? 

Ho, I would have either made them previously or 

shoot down the drain this notation until either I could take care of it 
later, or I would have made it previously and concentrated on my priority 
target.
